Seventy -fifth Regim ent’s Baptism ol 
Fire at Battle of Porry ville- 
Yesterday , Sunday , O ctobers, was 
tbe 43rd anniversary of the Battle of 
Perry vllle, in which the 75th Illinois 
had so prominent apart and suffered 
so severely . The regiment was mus­ 
tered Into services at Dixon, Septem­ 
ber 2, 1862. 
It remained In Camp De- 
mentton the south bank of Rock River 
north of where the Henderson shoe 
factory |now stands, until flooded out 
by heavy rains. The old stone build 
ing which had been used by Col. John 
Dement as a plow factory (now a part 
of the Grand'Detour Plow works) was 
then fitted up as barracks for the 
boy s, and here they remained until 
September 27, when the regiment was 
ordered south and assigned to tbe 
Third Army Corps of the Army of tbe 
Ohio. October 8, (only eleven day s 
after leaving the home camp) th<s 
regiment bore the brunt of the battle 
of Perry vllle. 
I t was In the engage­ 
m ent but one hour, but in th a t short 
tim e it lost 266 men, among whom 
were a number of officers. I t was for­ 
tunate th at darkneis put an end to 
tbe engagement, as tbe boy s had ex­ 
hausted their supply of ammunition, 
having fired forty rounds of cartridges, 
when they were called from the field. 
The most of the destruction to tbe 
regiment was done in the five com­ 
panies on the left which were in an 
exposed position, and but for the 
darkness these would have been en 
tireiy wiped out. 
As it was, the next 
morning, 
Company D of Franklin 
Grove had but twelve men who were 
able to answer to roll call. In this bat­ 
tle, 
Major 
Kilgour 
of 
SterliDg, 
Captain 
Wm. 
S. Frost of 
Lee 
Center and many other officers were 
severely wounded. 
General MItchel 
made honorable mention of the regi­ 
m ent for the bravery it display ed 
Probably few, if anv regiments of the 
Civil War, were so soon after leaving 
home placed on the firing line of bat 
tie In so im portant a position. 
Forty -three y ears have passed since 
th at memorable encounter and few 
are left of the regiment to tell of th a t 
day ’s terrible slaughter where the 
boy s got their first 
taste of the 
horrors of war. Of those now living 
in this immediate vicinity , we can 
only call to mind James H. Thomp 
son, wbo under Captain (afterward 
Col.)Geo. Ry an was instrum ental in 
raising Co. K.; and of Company A., 
commanded by the 
late 
Captain 
(afterward Major) James A. WatsoD, 
there are Captain Wm. Parker of Rock 
Falls, and of Co. A. from Dixon, there 
remains with us David II. Wagner, 
Charles Cropsey , G. G. Messer, Wm. 
Peacock, Hiram Pinkerton, Thomas 
Roberts.
